a. Noted the President's Directive of 25 May 1953 respecting 
release of classified information to foreign nationals and after some 
discussion Mr. Helms undertook to draft for the Director's approval 
an appropriate letter of transmittal for this Directive, to be sent 
to selected field stations. The Director said that this letter should 
require the recipients to review all existing practices now in effect 
in the transmittal of classified information to foreign nationals 
with a view to "tightening up" these procedures in order to comply 
with the provisions of the above-cited Directive. In connection with 
paragraph 2-b. of this Directive, it was also agreed that discussions 
would be held with representatives of the FBI concerning the exchange 
between the FBI and the CIA of derogatory information on foreign 
nationals. (NOTE: Subsequent to the Mee ting the Director saw Mr. 
Papich of the FBI, who was advised that
